Sugar is Obtainable 


all winter, every last item of scrap 
iron and steel must be sold to a col- 
lection agent or given to a National 
Salvage committee. within the next 
few weeks.” 

The Controller added that a recent 
order makes it illegal to retain, ex- 
cept by permit, any obsolete machine 
which is not now serving a useful 
purpose. Such machines, and scrap 
‘ron and steel in all other forms 
weighing a total of 500 pounds or} 
riore, must be disposed oz before 
September 15, or otherwise must be 
reported to. the Used Goods Admin- 
istrator of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, Lumsden Building, 
Toronto. 

“The order does not mean that 
seasonal machinery which will be 
used again next year should be 
scrapped,” said Mr. Kilbourn, “On 
the contrary, it is essential that the 
fullest possible essential use be 
made of all existing equipment so 
that new steel need not be used in 
the manufacture of additional equip- 
ment,” 

Tite Controller added that the suc 
cessful outcome of the war hinges 
on the ability of the United Nations 
to. gather sufficient scrap iron and 
steel to keep the mills in full opera- 
tion, “We need the scrap today,” he 
said, “Tomorrow might be too late.” 


For Preserving Uses 


OTTAWA, — In order to encour- 
age consumption of the earlier var- 
ieties of apples, which because of the 
loss of expért markets are in gurp- 
lus this year, 8, R. Noble, Sugar Ad- 
ministrator of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board, announced ' today 


\that “until further notice” domestic 


consumers may purchase by voucher 
extra sugar at the rate of wne pound 
per eight pounds of such apples con 
sumed in the household. This is equiv 
alent to one pound of sugar for a 
six-quart basket of apples, or five 


pounds per bushel] box, crate or ham]. 


per, 
As apples are not preserved to any 
great extent, this fruit has not hith- 
erto qualified for the issue of sugar 
on purchage vouchers, but it is rec- 
ognized that it is desirable to stimu- 
late the use of early varieties which 
are not keepers and are mainly used 
for cooking purposes. To the extent 
that they can be brought into addi- 
tional consumption by an allowance 
of sugar this will tend to reduce the 
demand for imported drie; fruits, 
The extra allowance of sugar now 
authorized may be regarded as inad 
equate to take care of full require- 
ments for cooking apples,.but the 
prevailing coupon ration of sugar, 
one-half pound per person per week, 
is intended to cover ordinary cook- 
ing needs; The extra allowance is 
therefore an encouragement to house 
wives to do more cookipg of these 
early ‘varieties than otherwise would 
be the case, and an additional incent 


ive to make the best possible use of 


the large supply,

and insurance agent; and self-em- 
ployed women which will include 
those operating their own business, 
owners of beauty parldrs and shops. 

Registration will be conducted in 
Employment and Selective Service 
offices where these are set up and in 


‘rural areag registration will be at 


the nearest post office. 

The form which the women are 
arked to fill. out includes. of. 
their education ang training and -wil- 
lingness to go into war work. After 
all this age group has been registered 
the women who seem to be most 
likely prospects for work will be 
called for an interview with one of 
the personnel workers of National 
Selective Service. The interview will 
be detailed and explain to the wom- 
en, the urgency of their place in war 
production, 

Mrs, Eaton stresses that all wom- 
en must not expect to be placed im- 
mediately in some essential work, for 
they’ must realize that placement in 
industry and essential occupations, 
such as nursing, social welfare or 
nutrition work must be 
done. Registration will give Canada 
a complete up-to-date inventory of 
the workers available to. keep guns, 
tanks and planes supplied to the 
men in the front lines. Eventually 
all women will be registered but reg 
istration twill proceed slowly until 
all age groups are tabulated.

Declared for Alberta

* The open seasons both dates in- 
clusive for Ducks, Geese (Other than 
Ross's Goose), Rails and Coots. In 
that part of Alberta lying couth of 
the north boundary of Towns :ip 72 
from its intersection with the Atha- 
baska Rivér: to its intersection with 
the Alberta-Saskatchewan interpro- 
vincial border shall be fram one-half 
hour before sunrise on September 14 
to one-half hour after sunset. on 
November 28, 

WILSON’S SNIPE 

Throughout the Province from one- 
half hour before sunrise September 
15 to one-half after suriset November 
14. : 

There is a closed season through-

FEEDING WHEAT TO CATTLE 


A Saskatchewan farmer has drawn 
to my attention a statement made 
by a large cattle feeding farm oper- 
ating in the vicinity of Chicago,» This 
farm announced that they intend to 
purchase and to feed to cattle, this 
year a good deal of wheat in place 
of corn. They found from their tests 
that cattle fed on wheat gained 2,14 
pounds a day. They also found that 
steers fed on wheat required slightly 
less feed per 100 pounds of grain as 
compared with those: fed on corn, 
They. summarized their tests by stat 
ing that wheat has a surprisingly 
high feeding value for steers, They 
note, however, that if wheat is fed 
it must be given a rough grind or. 
simply, be cracked to. gain the. best 
results, If it is ground too fine it|

A little sod in the pen during win- 
ter months is the hog’s natural 
source of iron writes M, J, McPhail, 
Dominion Experimental Station, Mel- 
fort, Saskatchewan, Lack of iron 
causes anaemia in suckling pigs. The 
symptoms of this trouble are pale- 
ness of the skin and lack of vitality. 
Later, if iron is not supplied, pigs 
may develop white scour, with the 
result that a considerable percent- 
age is lifely to die and tho develop- 
ment of :the others will be greatly 
retarded. 

Anaemia can be avoided by ‘catch:
